In Havana the Alleged Tardiness of 
Sampson and His Associates 
Please Officials, but People 
Are Impatient for a

Havana, February 27.—Many Americans 
and some Spaniards here insist that the in- 
vestigation into the Maine disaster has thus 
far been superficial and bare of vital re- 
sults, They claim that though nearly two 
weeks have passed no knowledge has been 
gaired as to the condition of the forward 
pert of the hull or as to whether the six or 
ten-inch ammunition magazines forward 
on the starboard side exploded. 

They insist, moreover, that expert 
divers with enough experience to 
make drawings of the condition of 
things submarine, might have been 
at work a week ago and might have 
settled the question as to the maga- 
zines, at least, ere this. 

Those who hold these views demand that 
the hull forward should be raised without 
further loss of time and before it has sunk 
too deep in forty feet of soft mud. 

There are some who go so far as'to 
charge the United States government 
with adopting the Spanish policy of 
Gelay until the disaster shall be par- 
tially forgotten or discounted. 

Many of the Spanish cfficials are said to 
entertain the opinion that this is the case 
and to be very well pleased with the no- 
tion. On the other hand, however, good

Says in Case of War He Wouldn’t 
Serve Under General Miles.

Columbia, 8. C., February 27.-(Special.)— 
General Wade Hampton was visited at his 
home near Columbia and for the first time 
consented to give his views on the Maine 
disaster and the threatened war with 


Spain. 

“I cannot express my opinion as to the 
cause of the tragedy,” — he Sa 

shed confederate cavalry feader, as 
Set is a matter which will be determined 
by experts and divers. But as to what 
course the United States should pursue 
should the disaster prove to be due to 
Spanish treachery or to the fanatical ha- 
tred of the United States on the part of 
some Spaniard, I do not hesitate to say 
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HAMPTON. 
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that we should demand a heavy indemnity 
and enforce the collection of it at the muz- 
zie of the: guns. 
“Here again another contingency arises. 
It is whether or not Spain will choose to 
pay Or go to war. In the latter event 
there is not much doubt as to the outcome. 
There is one fact that should not be lost 
sight of, however, at this point, and it is 
that Spain has a navy as large or slightly 
larger than the United States, though I 
doubt if it would fight as well as ours. 
Onee war is declared we all know that 
tha issue will be determined on the sea. 
Spain will be unable to invade the United 
States and likewise we unable to invade 
Spain. There would, therefore, be but little 
land fighting, «xeept that the Spanish fleet 
might shell a few of our more exposed sea- 
ports. We, in turn, would take possession 
of Cuba and the war would ultimately end 
on account of Spain's inability to continue 


General Hampton was asked whether he 
would offer his services to the government 
in case of war,;-but. declined to answer di- 
rectly. From. his subsequent conversation 
the inference was drawn that he would not 
serve under General Miles. 


He would advise, he said, that the men 


of the south stay at home and let the north 
furnish the troops. ‘‘We are,”’ said he, 
“just recovering from a terrific struggle 
Which depopulated our section of the 
country, and another war would give us 
another set back. If it becomes necessary 
our citizens should take up arms to defend 
our seaports, but not otherwise.’’ 

When asked what disposition should be 
made of Cuba, General Hampton expressed 
a strong disapproval of annexation. ‘‘We 
have enough bad voters in this country 
now,’ said he, ‘‘without taking in any 
more. It would be well for the United 
States to exercise a pfote¢ctorate over both 
Cubé@ snd Hawali, but I am unalterably 
opposed to annexation.’’ . 

“He is a big-headed fool; vain peacock 
kind of a fellow,’”’ was General Hampton's 
characterization of General Miles. 

He said that General Miles was responsi- 
ble for having ex-President Davis put in 
chains when there was:'no demand from 
Other quarters for such action. His book 
on his Indian campaigns contain nothing, 
said General Hampton, but vainglorious 
praise of himself. 


COURT OF INQUIRY AT KEY WEST 


Session Will Be Opened This Morning 
in United States Courtroom. 
Key Wert, Fla., February 27.—The light- 
heuse tencer Mangrove, bearing the mem- 
bers of the court of inquiry, arrived from 

Havana at 7 o’clock this norning. 

‘Lhe court will resume its sessions in the 
United States district. courtroom in the 
federal building at 10 o'clock tomorrcew 
morning, and will probably return to 
Havana on Wednesday. 

The most important witness to be ex- 
amined here Lieutenant Blandin, the 
officer of the deck when the explosion on 
the Maine occurred. The testimony of the 
otner survivors will take only a short time. 

Rear Admir.wl Sicurd has had frequent 
conferences with Captain Sampson and 
other members of the court of inquiry at 
the hotel. He said tonight: 

“I think they ought to 
Wednesday. As vet there is nothing that 
can be said about their work.”’’ 

In reply to a question as to the rumored 
removal of the warships to Cuba, Admiral 
Sicard said: : 

“The fleet rot moving. and I; know 
nothing about it going to Cuba.” 

He was esked if anything had happened 
to justify the statement that the situation 
was more serious today than it had been. 
and he replied: 

“They know at Washington about that. 
Just how strained. our relations are with 
Spain I am unable to say.’’ 

The excitement yesterday after the ar- 
rival of the Cuban filibusterers headed by 
General Nunez and Captain John O’Brien 
complicity eclipsed all the doings and say- 
ings of the court of inquiry officers. Their 
quick departure prevented very much being 
learned as to the expedition, but the Cubans 
here are elated. An expedition has been 
preparing to get away from Key West for 
some time, but it probably will suffer an- 
other delay, as the plot has leaked out 
through two Spanish spies.

BLAME CABINET 


Declare the Weakness of the Government 
Has Caused Trouble. 


THEY ABUSE THE AMERICANS 


Editors Say Spain Should Not Submit 
to ‘““Yankee Independence.”’ 


PREMIER SAGASTA IS SEVERELY CRITICISED 


| Publications Seem To Want War Be- 


tween the Two Countries, Saying 
Spaniards Are Ready. . 


Madrid, February 27.—Several of the Mad- 
rid papers blame the weakness of the 
Spanish government in its recent action 
with the United States. El Imparcial says: 

‘“‘We cannot understand the sufprise with 
which many Spanish politicians view the 
conduct America has pursued toward Spain, 
for it is only the conduct that might be 
expected from the line of action pursued 
for some time by the Spanish government,”’ 

It then proceeds to quote several pas- 
sages from its own files for the year 1896, 
in which it warned the government to as- 
sume a firmer attitude. 

‘In those days,” it adds, ‘“‘the United 
States were not nearly so well prepared 
for a conflict as now, while we were more 
or less aS we are today. In the meanwhile 
they have steadily progressed. while we, 
who could have done much, have done but 
little. What is strange, inexplicable, de- 
serving pardon neither from -God nor his- 
tory, is that time has been wasted and 
money squandered without endowirg the 
Spanish nation with sufficient resources to 
inspire respect and avoid humiliations 
which may bring jin their train war and 
disaster.’”’ 

El Correo Espanol is even more outspok- 
en. It says: 


“Senor Sagasta’s government is the very 
personification of prudence, only it has been 
a prudence invariably at variance with for- 
titude. In the Dupuy DeLome affair, aris- 
ing from yankee turpitude (vileza) the gov- 
ernment has shown such evidence of cow- 
ardice and flinching as to appear nothing 
more than a petty council under the protec- 
torate of the United States. In fact, the 
resignation of ow minister was accepted for 
merely saying, in his private capacity, 
something which affected the individuals 
and atfuairs of the great republic, as though 
it were not permitted diplomatists to use 
other language than that of the chancei- 
lories, or to dip their pens in the ink that 
was intended for official Gispatches.’”’ 

It then gives instances, quoting Donoso 
Cortes in Paris, Bismarck in St. Peters- 
burg, Chateaubriand in London and Talley- 
rand in Vienna. More important than these, 
however, it suys, was the case of Queen 
Victoria’s representative ta the United 
States in 1888, when he “sent to the press 
a series of rude and intemperate articles.”’ 

**Yet,’’ the Correo remarks, ‘‘the heavens 
did not fall, nor was there earthquakes in 
the diplomatic world; there was not even 
a resignation, But # is not necessary to x0 
to the past for precedents. Consul Lee has 
written whatever he pleased to the North 
American papers calumniating Spain, de- 
tracting. from the prestige of her authori- 
ties, even interfering with our administra- 
tion of justice and yet our government con- 
siders his conduct withing the. bounds of 
diplomacy. It is quite clear that not only 
do we take blows patiently, but we actual- 
ly bare our shoulders in order that the per- 
fidous yankee may more easily flog them.’’ 

El Globo, on the other hand, takes a 
much pleasanter view of the situation. It 
severely blameg those ‘‘who will see noth- 
ing but darkness and unpleasantness in the 
DeLome affair,” but rejoices. that ‘their 
alarmist efforts have deceived no one,”’ add- 
ing: 

“The resignation of Senor DeLome being 
accepted before the representative of. the 
United States paid ‘his vis:t 'to the minister 
of state that incident immediately lost all 
importance, as was admitted by the repre- 
sentative in question himself. Driven to 
their last trenches the § alarmists have 
Spread a rumor that Senor Dupuy has re- 
ceived orders to quit the capital of the 
United States. This is an absurdity which 
has not even missed an echo. The resigned 
minister has no further mission to perform 
in that country and with good taste he has 
decided to remain in Washington no longer 
than the time necessary to make his prep- 
arations for his journey home. Ths is the 
usual course, for diplomatists do not gen- 
erally remain in a country to which they 
have been accredited after the cessation 
of their mission.’’ 

All the Spanish newspapers agree that 
“no further mention need be made of the 
Dupuy DeLome affair, as it has now prac- 
tically ceased to exist.’’

Chaplain Chadwick tried to make ar- 
rangements to send the body of Frederick 
Holzer north by steamer, but found it im- 
possille, owing to the health regulations. 

The body found last Friday was ident!- 
fied as that of Jacob Goss, the coOppersmith, 
a German. One of the bodtes found yester- 
Gay is still unidentified, but Chaplain Chaa- 
wick has a careful description of tattooing 
on the arms and hopes to find some one 
who will recognize that. 

The divers did no work. Many Ameri- 
cans attended church this morning, and 
more were present at a bull fight. 

Lieutenant Commander West, Admiral 
Sicard’s chief of staff, who came on the 
Mascotte yesterday, returned on the same 
vessel to Key West. The story that he 
brought important dispatches in cipher to 
Consul General Lee is untrue. It is denied 
by General Lee himself. Lieutenant Com- 
mander West, it is believed, simply brought 

ispatches for the court of inquiry author- 
izing it to go to Key West. 

Senator Proctor has been exploring the 
city today. He took breakfast with Miss 
Ciara Barton at her suburban residence, 
and, with other Americans, witnessed the 
usual noon distribution of relief to the re- 
concentradoes. No arrangements have been 
made for calls by Senater Proctor upon 
General Bianco and the other Spanish 
officials, but it is expected he wll call in- 
formally upon several during the week. 
Consul General Lee~will accompany him. 

The report that Capiain Sigsbee and the 
officers of the Maine will be cxamined in 
the admiralty court this week is untrue. as

MEN DETAILED FOR ALL THE VESSELS 


Large Order for Projectiles Received 
at the Arsenal at Albany—This 
Ammunition Will Be Sent 
Fort Hamilton Imme- 
diately. 


Philadelphia, February 27.—League Island 
navy yard literally swarmed with visitors 
today in consequence of the report from 
Washington that the cruisers Columbia and 
Minneapolis, the double-turreted monitor 
Miantonomah and the ram Katahdin had 
been ordered to go into commission with 
dispatch. Both cruisers have 
crews abcerd, while the monitor has been 
lying at her dock for several years und 
the Katahdin since last winter, 

None of the naval officials at the yard 
would say anything relating to the future 
movements of the vessels, but from work- 
men jt was learned the commission orders 
had been issued. 

This was borne out by the fact that all 
day a large force of men in the construc- 
tion and repair departments were actively 
at work on the Miantonomah and the Ka- 
tahdin. 

Visitors were kept off these boats and 
only those having friends among the offi- 
cers and crews of the cruisers were allow- 
ed on board, 

The repairs to the monitor are all of a 

minor nature and will be completed by 
Tuesday. Over twenty men have already 
been detailed for her and it is said her full 
complement of 150 will be made up as rap- 
idly as possible, 
_ A large force of men were busy on the 
Katahdin, improving her ventilating appa- 
ratus and fitting her with steam pipes. 
This work will only take a few days. 

Sunday work at League island is very 
unusual and today’s activity is taken to 
indicate that the navy department intends 
to get the vessels there ready for sailing 
at a moment’s notice.

Late this afternoon steam was got up on 
ihe monitor for the purpose of testing her 
bollers and machinery. In one ‘of the lofts 
nearly one hundred men were at werk on 
small spars and boat fittings. 

Everything is ship-shape on the Minneap- 
olis and Columbia and beyond filling up 
their complement of officers and men and 
taking on coal and provisions nothing re- 
mains to be done. This will consume about 
five days at the most and then both ves- 
sels will be ready for active service. 

The work of enlisting men will continue 
until orders to stop have been received 
from Washington. 

Captain Casey, the commander, said he 
did not know for what vessel the men now 
being enlisted are wanted. 


Spain’s Navy Yards Busy. 
Ferrol, Spain, February 27.—The work of 
naval construction and armament is being 


pushed by the government with the great- 
est activity at the arsenal and dockyard. 


ARE WORKING NIGHT AND DAY. 


Watervliet Arsenal’s Fullest Capacity 
Is Now Being Tested. 
A’bany, N. Y., February 27.—The greatest 
activity known since the late war is now 
witressed at the Waterviiet arsenal, and 
‘the entire force is working night and day. 
On Friday night an order was received 
for the immediate shipment of two car- 


| loads of twelve-inch projectiles for Fort 


Hamilton with the greatest possible haste. 
The projectiles were boxed for ehipment 
and yesterday afternoon were <d£spatched 
to Fort Hamilton. 

Orders have also been received for the 
shipment of all projectiles now on hand to 
the several forts about New York and to 
forward ail completed guns as speedily as 
possible to the proving grounds at Sandy 
Hook. 

Such an order has not béen received at 
Waterviiet since the close of the war. It 
is expected that at least Six carloads of 
projectiles wil be shipped during the pres- 
ent week. 


STRIKERS WILL GO HUNGRY. 


Hands in New England Will Stay Out 
Until Starved In. 


Biddeford, Me.. February 27.—It ts claim- 
ed that the strikers in the Laconia and 
York cotton mills will remain out until 
they are starved in. 

This seems to be the situation at the end 
of the sixth week of the strike, and there 
is no prospect of a settlement for weeks 
to come. 

Both strikers and mill management re- 
main firm, and indications of a settlement 
by arbitration seem remote. 

The strike has already caused a loss in 
wages of nearly $200,000.

The British Steamer Destroyed While 
in Mid-Ocean. 


FIVE OF CREW DROWNED 


One! Man Dies of Burns Received While 
| Trying To Escape.

Fire on the Legislator Raged for Three 
Days—Vessel from Liverpool 
Bound to Colon. 


Boston, February 21.—The steamer Leg- 
islator, Captain Tennant, bound frem Liv- 
erpool for Colon, was burned at sea Feb- 


| ruary 16th, in lattitude 31:23 north and jon- 


gitude 44:10 west. 
The fire broke out on February 13th and 


burned fiercely for three days, during 


which time Fireman Thomas Roberts was 
burned to death, Second Officer James 
Bateman and Seaman William Angell were 
drowned by the captizing uf a boat, T&ird 
Officer Martin and Chief Steward John 
Gaffney went adrift in another boat and 
Chief Cook Fred T. Lee, crazed with fear- 
ful burns, jumped overboard, 

The rest of the crew of thirty men, with 
two passengers—Dr. William E. Mortimer 
and wife, of London—were rescued by the 
fruit steamer Flower Gate and brought 
to this port, arriving here today. 

Four of the crew—Chief Engineer John 
Troughear, Second Engineer John Holdem, 
Fourth Engineer Robert Milne and Seaman 
Charles I. Blitzen—were so severely in- 
jured that they were taken to the marine 
hospital upon arriving at thiseport. 

Holden is not expected to live. 

The sufferings of those who survived the 
fearful three days in which they were toss- 
ed about by the waves while explosion after 
explosion threatened to send the fire-eaten 
steamer to the bottom, makes a tale sel- 


dom equaled in the annals of the merchant

Fire Suddenly Breaks Out. 
The Legislator left Liverpool on February 
3a with a miscellaneous cargo, including 
phosphate, cotton goods anid percussion 


ports. 

Nothing out of the ordinary occurred 
until 4 o'clock on the morning of the 13th, 
when without warning an explosion took 
place from a hatchway forward of mid- 
ships, followed by a tremendous outburst 
of smoke and flames. 

All the firemen and engineers but one 
came tumbling on deck, sOme of them more 
or less burned. The missing man was 
Thomas Roberts, and it was not until two 
days later ‘hat his charred body was re- 
covered during a lull in the fire. The crew 
was badly handicapped in fighting the fire, 
as the hose and pumping engine were 
disabled or choked. 

Soon after the fire started it spread so 
rapidly that the forward part of the boat, 
in which were seven men, Was cut_off and 
Captain Tennant asked for volunteers to 
rescue the remainder of the crew. Second 
Officer Bateman and Seaman William An- 
gell at once offered to row along the side 
of the ship and bring the menaft. One of 
the boats was launched with difficulty, as 
there was a heavy sea running, and by 
careful work Managed to reach the almost 
doomed men. All were finally taken on 
board and the boat dropped astern, but 
before the nine men could be pulled upon 
the afterdeck a tremendous sea capsized 
the small boat and every man was thrown 
into the water. 

Rescuers Lose Their Lives. 

After their heroic work, Bateman and An- 
gell were the only ones who were not rés- 
cued. In the meantime, throug!Y s0me con- 
fusion, another boat had been launched and 
in it were Third Officer Martin and Chief 
Steward John Ggffney. Another big sea 
swept them away and they have not been 
seen since. : 

The fighting of the flames still continued 
and aS the fire reached the boxes of per- 
evesion caps there were almost constant 
explosions. In one of these Fred E, Lee, 
the chief cook, was so severely burned that 
he jumped overboard in his delirium and 
coula not be saved. 

At 8 o’clock on' the morning of the 16th 
the steamer Flower Gate, bound to this 
port from Palermo, Italy, hove in sight. 
Two boats were immediately lowered from 
the Flower Gate and after three hours all 
of those on board the burning vessel were 
safely transferred, Captain Tennant being 
the last to leave. Some of the crew saved 
a part of their clothing, but a majority of 
those on board lost everything. 

The rescue was none too soon, for as 
the Flower Gate syarted her engines the 
fire was seen bursting from the afterdecks 
of the Legislator and the steamer Was 
probably entirely consumed not many hours 
after. 

The Legislator was a steamer of 1,899 tons 
net register, 2,997 gross tons: Her dimen- 
sions were: Length, 300 feet; breadth beam, 
4%) feet Jinch; depth, feet 2imeches. She 
was built at Middleborough, England, in 1838, 
ang was owned by the Charsnte Steamship 
Company, of Liverpool, England.

WILLIAM M. SINGBRLY DEAD 


Prominent Philadelphian Passes Away 
Suddenly at His Home. 


HE WAS A LEADING DEMOCRAT 


Proprietor of Record Publishing Com- 
pany—He Made the Race for 
Governor Once. 


Philadelphia, February 27.—Willfam M. 
Singerly died suddenly at his residence in 
Locust street this afternoon, aged sixty- 
six years. Heart disease was the imme- 


|. diate cause of death. 


Mr. Singerly had been suffering for about 
ten days from a cold and had remained at 
home since last Wednesday, although his 
indisposition was in no way serious. 

While sitting in his bedroom, smoking a 
cigar, he was seized with a violent fic of 
coughing and immediately afterwards fell 
over dead. The physicians say they had 
fréquently cautioned Mr. Singerly that his 
heart was weak as a result of excessive 
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WILLIAM M. SINGERLY. 
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smoking. and of late his eustom was to 
take a “‘dry smoke.”” Today, however, his 
cigar wae lighted and it is thought that 
the smoke brought on the coughing gpell, 
the severity of which ruptured a vessel of 
the heart. 

William Singerly was proprietor of the 
Record Publishing Company and president 

f the Chestnut Street National bank and 
the Chestnut Street Savings Fund and 
Trust Company, which recently collapsed. 
He was a man of affairs and held during 
his long business career many positions of 
trust, political and otherwise. 

Mr. Singerly was always an active deme- 
crat. In 1894 he was unanimously made the 
democratic candidate for governor of Penn- 
svivani2a and entered with great energy 
into the canvass, speaking in nearly every 
county in the state. In all he made ove? 
seventy speeches in upholding cause of 
the democracy. The natural. republican 
majority of Fennsylvania was too great 
to be overcome, however, and his compe- 
titor, General Hastings, carried off the 
prize. During the last national campaign 
he supported the Palma and Buckner ticket, 
makiing a number of speeches in be- 
half in Pennsylvania, Delaware and Mary- 
land. 

Financial misfortune ove*ook Mr. Sin- 
gerly during the last few months of his 
life, when on December 23d last the Chest- 
nut Street National bank and the Chest- 
nut Street Fund and Trust Company were 
ompelled to close their doors. Mr. Sin- 
gerly promptly turned over to the receivers 
every personal asset he possessed, includ- 
ing his interest in The Record. 

William C. McGowan, Abbeville, S. C.

They Had Abandoned Hope. 

Ail through the long day the ship steadily 
drifted and into the night until the passeni- 
gers who had bravely withstood the expe- 
rience had almost abandoned hope. Most 
of them had retired to their staterooms 
when near midnight the welcome cry “sail 
hot’ was heard, It re-echoed from look- 


out to cabin and steerage, and every soul 


on that big ship rejoiced, 

Two steamers were sighted ten miles 
away, one directly before La Champagne 
and the other on the port bow, La Cham- 
yaigne’s gums boomed forth and her rockets 
flared up and her red fire burned turidly. 

The steamer in front gave answering sig- 
nals and bore down rapidly on La Cham- 
pagne. She proved to be the Warren liner 
Roman, bound from Liverpool to Boston.

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Congress Alone Has the Power 
To Declare War

BUT HAS DONE IT BUT ONCE 


Some Interesting Facts About Former 
International Complications. 


DEMANDS FOR REPARATION MET 


Many Times Has the Country Been 
Called Upon To Assert Its Rights 
’ and the Rights of Its Citi- 
-gens—The Case of the 
Maine. 


Washington, February 27.—(Special.)— 
The deep interest manifested throughout 
the south in the possibilities that may come 
from the present crisis finds illustration in 
a large number of inquiries which have 
come to The Constitution's Washington 
bureau concerning different phases of the 
international complications in which we 
find ourselves, For instance; this morning’s 
mail brings me two letters from Atlanta, 
one from Montgomery, one from Anniston 
and two from southern Georgia, asking 
whether the declaration of war is an exec- 
utive function; whether. the power 
jointly with the president and the senate, 
as that of making treaties, or whether the 
power of declaring war is with congress. 

In view of the importance of everything 
bearing upon the present-situation, I have 
thought a reply to these inquirers would 
be of interest to others than themselves. 

The Power of Declaring War. 

Paragraph 11 of section § of the first ar- 
ticle of ¢he constitution, in enumerating 
the powers vested in congress, states that 
congress shall have power ‘‘to daclare 
war, grant letters of marque and reprisal, 
and make rules concerning captures on 
land and water.’ The subsequent para- 
graphs of that section give to congress the 
necessary power for carrying out the pro- 
vision of paragraph 11; for instance, to 
raise and support armies, to provide and 
maintain a navy, to provide for calling out 
the militia and to provide for the organiz- 
ing, arming and disciplining the militia. 

Which means that not only has congress 
the power to declare war, but that it has 
the sole power. 

The method of reaching-a formal decla- 
ration of war would probably be the pas- 
sage of an act based upon a message from 
the president. That, at least, was the 
method used the only time that a formpl 
declaration of war was made by this coun- 
ty a 


rests 


The War of 1812. 

That was in 1812, There was no such dec- 
laration in the war of the revolution which 
gained us our freedom because at that time 
there was nobody to make a declaration 
of exactly that kind. We had the declara- 
tion of independence and that was suffi- 
cient. 

In the war with Mexico there was no 
declaration attending the beginning of hos- 
tilities, At least two battles were fougat 
before there was any declaration by con- 
gress, and then it came in a declaration of 
the existence of war, not of the intention 
to enter upon it. 

Likewise the civil war of the sixties. In 
all of its acts congress treated that as a 
rebellion, and not recognizing the conufeder- 
acy as an existing government made no 
formal declaration of hostilities. 

On the first of June, 1812, President Madi- 
son sent to congress a special message 
bearing upon the relations then existing 
between -this country and Great Britain. 
In the course ofthat he said: 

British cruisers have been in the con-, 
tinued practice of violating the Ameri- 
can flag on the great highway of na- 
tions, and of seizing and carrying off 
persons sailing under it, not in the ex- 
ercise of a belligerent right founded on 
the law of nations against an enemy, 
but of a municipal prerogative over 
British subjects. British jurisdiction is 
thus extended to neutral vessels in a 
situation where no laws can operate but 
the law of nations and the laws of the 
country to which the vessels belong, and 
a self-redress is assumed which, if Brit- 
ish subjects were wrongfully detained 
and alone concerned, is that substitu- 
tion of force for a resort to the respon- 
sible sovereign which falls within the 

definition of war. * . 

Such is the spectacle of injuries and 
indignities which have been heaped on 
our country, and such the crisis which 
its unexampled forebearance and concil- 
iatory efforts have not been able to 
aver. ©- © 

Other counsels have prevailed. Our 
moderation and concilation have had no 
other effect than to encourage persever- 
ence and to enlarge pretensions, We be- 
hold our seafairing citizens still the 
daily victims of lawless violence, com- 
mitted on the great common and high- 
way of nations, even within sight of the 
country which owes them protec- 
ion, °- > § 

We behold, in fine, on the side of 
Great Britain a state of-war against the 
United States, and on the side of the 
United States a state of peace toward 
Great Britain. 

Whether the United States shall con- 
tinue passive under these progressive 
usurpation and these accumulating 
wrongs, or, opposing force to force in de- 
fense of their national rights, shall com- 
mit a just cause into the hands of the 
Almighty Disposer of Events, avoiding 
all connections which mist entangle it 
in the contest or vicws of other pow- 
ers, and preserving a constant readiness 
to concur in an honorable re-establish- 
mént Of peace and friendship, is a sol- 
emn question which the constitution 
wisely confides to the legislative de- 
partment of the government. In recom- 
mending it to their early deliberations, 
I am happy in the assurance that the 
decision will be worthy tke enlightened 
and patriotic councils of a virtuous, a 
free and a powerful nation. 


The Declaration of War. 
This special message was referred to the 
house committee on foreign relations, and 
on June 3, 1812, Mr. Calhoun, made ah -lab- 


orate report which conclude@ with these 
Words: 


Your committee 
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independénce, feel no hesitation in ad- 

vising résistance by force, in Which 

Americans of the present @ay will prove 

to the enemy and to the world, that we 

have not only inherited that liberty 
which our fathers gave us, but the 
will and power to maintain it. 

Relying on the patriotism of the na- 
tion, and confidently. trusting that the 
Lord of hosts willgo with us to battle 
in a righteous cause and. crown our 
efforts with suceess, your committee 
recommend an immediate appeal to 
arms. ; 

The next day the house of representa- 
tives in secret session passed and sent to 
the senate a bill declaring war. Some 
changes in the wording were made by the 
senate, but they were not material. The 
act as it receivea the approval of the 
president, read as follows: 

An act declaring war between the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland and the dependencies thereof, 
and the United States of America and 
their territories. 

Be it enacted by the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States 
of America, in congress assembled, that 
war be, and the same is hereby, declar- 
ed to exist between the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland and 
the dependencies thereof, and the Unit- 
a States of America and their territo- 
ries: and that the president of the Unit- 
ed States is hereby authorized to use 
the whole land and naval} force of the 
United States to carry the same into 
effect, and to issue to private armed 
vessels of the United States commis- 
sions or letters of marque and general 
reprisal, in such form as he shall think 
proper, and under the seal of the Unit- 
ed States, against the vessels, goods 
and effects of the governmént of the 
Said United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and the subjects thereof, 

Approved June 18, 1812. 

Demands for Reparation. 

During the past few days some of the 
officials of the administration have been 
busy looking up the precedents on the 
subject of demands for reparation so that 
they may know what hus been the prac- 
tice in other cases more or less similar 
to the present one. 

While it is true that we have made but 
one formal declaration of war, there have 
been a number of instances where ‘the 
United States has taken actlon to demand 
redress from foreign countries. Some of 
the steps that were taken bordered closely 
on war, including as they did demands for 
indemnity, prodlamations excluding the 
warships of the offending nations from our 
harbors, display of forceg, non-intercourse, 
reprisal and blockade—some one or several 
of these methods of asserting the dignity 
of the government. 3 

A case regarded somewhat analogous to 
that of the Maine is that of the Water 
Witch. The Water Witch, one of the 
ships of our navy, was in 1855 anchored off 
the coast of Paraguay. Its officers were 
engaged in making a survey of the en- 
trance to one of the rivers when a force of 
troops fired on the ship, killed one man 
an@ wounded others. This aet Very natu- 
rally aroused intense feeling in this coun- 
try. The president sent a special Message 
to congress citing the facts. Congress au- 
thorized him to.demand reparatton and to 
use such force'as might be necessary to get 
it. The expedition sent against Paraguay 
Was composed of nineteen armored gehips, 
and 2,00 sailors and marines. The Amer- 
ican expedition made such a formidable 
showing that it brought the most abject 
apology and the sum of $10,000 for repara- 
tion for the sufferers. 

The Léopari and the Chesapeake. 
The facts concerning Another instance of 
this kind are set forth in an interesting ar- 
ticle in one of the local papers. That is 
the case of the firing on the Chesapeake 
by the British ship Leopard. It was in a 
lime of peace end the Chesapeake was at 
sea when she was hailed by the commander 
of the Leopard, who ciaimed that she had 
aboard gome® British deserters. On his Te- 
fusing to comply the captain of the Amer'- 
can vessel was startied by a shot from one 
of the Leopard’s guns, and this was fol- 
lowed by a broadside, which killed several 
of the sailors ard wounded the capj.in. 
There was great excitement over this act. 
British warships were excluded by procla- 
mation from the American ports and a 
prompt demand was made upon the British 
for reparation. The British 
government at once disavowed the deed, 
recalled the admiral who was responsible 
for it and tendered indemnity for the sup- 
port of the wives and families of all those 
who were killed and wounded. 

Again ir (the case of the firing upon the 
Prometheus in Greytown harbor the Britisn 
government gave the fullest reparation and 
disavowal. 

Japan and Java. 

The Japanese government in 1852 was 
forced to the fullest apology for the 6e- 
vere handling of some American sailors. 
The presence of the fleet of the American 
navy sent there brought a guarantee fcr 
protection of Amer‘can citizens, which ras 
not #ince been violated. About the same 
time a similar demand was made upon Java 
and it Was equally productive of good re- 
sults.

Ferger Confesses in Order To Keep Out 
of Alabama.

ANXIOUS TO STAY HsRE 
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Edward Clair Admits That He Is a 
Georgia Forger—He Demands a 
Trial in This State.

Edward Clair, the forger, has made a full 
confession and he was induced to do so be- 
cause he believed himself faced with two 
evils, and a Georgia confess'on he selected 
as the lesser, and an Alabama conviction 
the greater. 

In his confession Clair starts out by say- 
ing that his name js Edward Clair, and all 
the other names.under which he has sailed 
are fict. tious. 

“I committed a forgery at Douglasville, 
Ga..”” he wsaid last night to Sergeant Bed- 
ford and a reporter of The Constitution, 
“and I committed a forgery in Atlanta. 
In Douglasville I got a Mr. Matt Watson 
to cash a check for $25, which I had forged 
with the name of a well-known Atlanta 
firm: in Atlanta J] had a check cashed at 
the Bass dry goods store for $2 and it was 
forged with the name of an Alabama lum- 
ber ocmpany. Why did I commit the for- 
geries? To get money. 1 am a tirst-class 
lumber man, but I couldn't get work and 
I just had to have money to live on. lt was 
a ground hog case, that’s ail there is 
about it.’’ : 

Yesterday afternoon R. N. Franklin, the 
marshal of Hollins, Clay county, Alabama, 
arrived in the city with a warrant for 
Clair, charging him with roobery. : He 
stated that Clair under the name of E. J. 
Campbell stole $20 from Joseph- Henhouser, 
by going through that gentleman's pockets 
in a hotel. 

As soon as Clair saw the Alabama mar- 
shal he at once made his Georgia confes- 
sion. 

“I don’t want to go pack to Alabama,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘I am in Georgia and | confess that 
l have committed two forgef:es in this 
state. Therefore it is the duty of the Geor- 
gia officials to keep me here. I would rath- 
er stay here, plead guilty and go to the 
penitentiary than go back to Alabama. All 
1 want is a falr deal.” 

The Alabama marshal said the reason 
Clair did not wish to return to Alabama 
Was because he knew that the people of 
Hollins would send him for the full extent 
of the law. He also admitted that there 
were “other charges’ which could not be 
divulged just now. 

But the Atlanta police see something 
more than what appears to be on the sur- 
face. Clair is too anxious to stay in Geor- 
gia. He has admitted crimes which will 
send him to the penitentiary for a long 
term of years apd he has made this con- 
fession merely to keep out Of the state of 
Alabema. 

So it is believed that Clatr’s crimes in 
Alabama are something more than the 
robbery which has eharged, and Clair be- 
Neves if he returns there he may be foully 
deait with. 

He was frightened last night when told 
that he would probabiy be turned over to 
the Alabama officer. 

The man is well dres#ed. He says he was 
born in Troy, New Yurk, and is a lumber 
inspector by trade. He marrieg several 
years ago and was left a widower without 
children. 

He has letters “E. C.” tattooed on his 
left arm by which he seeks to prove that 
he has fhis time given his right name. 

He will probably be sent to Alabama this 
afternoon. ;

For two months the Mohammedan crew 
had virtually fasted on curry and water.

K. Smith, a Ttghty respectable and well-to- 
do resident of this city, hag just come out. 

For some time Mr. Smith has been paying 
attention to Mrs. W: H. Groves, of Lin- 
colnton, Ga., the widow of the late Dr. W. 
H. Groves, who wag the leader of his pro- 
fession in this section af country. The ad- 
vances of Mr. Smith were kindly received 
and has so far progressed that the an- 
nouncement of their marriage on the loth 
of March next had heen made. 

Beset by Her Relatives. 

It was for the purpose of discussing with 
the lady the final details of this interesting 
event that Mr. Smith went to Lincolnton 
during the week. While there he was sub- 
jected to considerable contumely at the 
hands of Mr. Coleman Groves, the son of 
his flancee, as well as from her brother-in- 
law, Mr. C. L. Groves, and Dr. J. M. Cald- 
well, wno had succeeded to the practice of 
the late Dr. Groves. Every time that Mr.

Our Battleships Secure. 

Captain A. T. Mahan, the distin- 
guished naval expert, comes to the res- 
cue of our American battleships. He 
states that the hapiess explosion of the 
Maine, whether due to accident or de- 
sign, constitutes no reason for losing 
confidence in the protection afforded by 
our huge ironclads. Says the naval ex- 
pert: 

I may say without necessary offence that 
the ‘disposition to condemn the battleship 
off-hand] as a fighting machine, whether the 
assumption be that the Maine perished 
from internal causes or from external, can 
proceed only from ignorance of the facts 
of battleship construction in general and 
consequent mistaken inferences as to the 
results of future naval battles. 

Professional men knew before that such 
ships had a narrow margin of stability 
and they knew also that the narrow mar- 
gin, quite sufficient for safety under 
ordinary circumstances, might under wn- 
usual conditions cause what then happened. 

But that narrow margin of stability con- 
Stituted a necessary risk. Ships of that 
character sway with easier movement than 
those which are stiffer. They are there- 
fore better gun platforms: give better shoot- 
ing, and to shoot straight to the mark is an 
end so primary in a ship war 
justify some risk to attain it.* 

Consider the number of war ships that 
are analogous in character if not in partic- 
ular detail to the Maine which are travers- 
ing the ocean and having on board coal and 
powder year in. and yveur owt without 
accident, and you will realize at once 
how preposterous it is to assume that be- 
cause the effects of an explosion are fearful 
the dunger of explosion is great. I ussure 
you, speaking as a seaman and as a naval 
officer,that any man that crosses the ocean 
in a‘*passenger steamer undertakes in a 
week greater risk from collision than any 
seaman on board a ship of war does from 
explosion in the course of a year. 

Such timely information as the fore- 
going statement contains’ will not be 
without its effect in restoring confidence 
throughout the country in the protection 
afforded by our battleships. Disasters 
of the kind recently entailed upon the 
Maine naturally tend at first to weaken 
confidence in the security of these ves- 
sels, but with sober second thought it 
becomes apparent that in spite of the 
dangers which they contain within them- 
selves there are comparatively few dis- 
asters resulting from explosions,

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European Colonial Expansion. 

Within the last twenty-five years the 
leading powers of Europe have displayed 
greater activity in the matter of extend- 
ing their colonial possessions than at 
any time since the colonization of the 
western hemisphere began some three 
hundred years ago. 

In 1875 the colonial possessions of 
Great Britain aggregated in extent only 
some 7,600,000 square miles, with 200,- 
000,000 inhabitants; today they aggre- 
gate not less than 11,000,000 square 
miles, with 350,000,000 inhabitants, In 
1875 the colonial possessions of France 
covered 460,000 square miles, with 2,500,- 
000 inhabitants; today they cover 2,900,- 
000 square miles, with 26,000,000 inhabi- 
tants. 

Since the consolidation of the German 
empire in 1871 that power has planfed 
various colonies in different parts of the 
globe, Starting without a single co- 
lonial possession in 1871, the German 
empire today owns colonies scattered 
over 1,000,000 square miles of territory 
and containing 8,000,000 inhabitants. In 


1870 the colonial possessions of Holland 


extended over 660,000 square miles of 
territory and contained 24,000,000 inhabi- 
tants; today they extend over 769,000 
square miles of territory and contain 30,- 
000;000 inhabitants. 

Spain and Portugal have not made 
much headway in the matter of planting 
colonies during the past twenty-five 
years; but Denmark, Italy, Sweden and 
Norway have all made decided gains, al- 
though the exact figures are not acceés- 
sible at this time. Russia has not 
sought to plant colonies for the simple 
reason that she has had her hands full 
in seeking to develop the enormous ter- 
ritory included within her own National 
borders. 
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It igs said that Mr. Hanna has every- 
thing ready for issuing $500,000,000 
bonds in case of war. ‘The people could 
get along with a $500,000,000 issue of 
greenbacks; but we are betting on Han- 
na and the bonds.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The explosion of our battleship Maine has 
for the time being obscured other impor- 
tant ‘nternational events. One of these is 
in the nature of a serious disagreement be- 
tween France and Great Britain reiative to 
the Anglo-French ‘boundary line in the 
Niger region of central Africa. Says The 
Philadelphia Record: “That serious com- 
plications are at hand appears from the 
fact that Secretary Chamberlain was con- 
strained to read in open parliament the 
dispatches from British commanders in 
that region announcing hostile French 
movemenis. Communications of this char- 
acter are rarely given to the public by ex- 
ecutive officers except when a government 
may feel called upon to invite a vote of 
contidence from the peopie’s representatives 
~—as, for instance, wae the case when 
President Cleveland sent his Venezuelan 
message to congress. The Anglo-French 
boundary in the Niger country is now in 
course of delimitation by an international 
commission sitting at Paris. The young 
bloods of the French army in Africa, how- 
ever, seem inclined to anticipate the de- 
Cision of diplomacy bY a coup de main. 
Lord Dufferin, lately British ambassador 
at Paris, frequently expressed his convie- 
tion that Great Britain and France would 
never come to blows over a rivulet in 
africa, but his lordship may prove to have 
been @ false »rophet.” 

The church of St. Pudenziana at Rome 
enjoys the unique distinction of being the 
oldest religious edifice in Europe. According 
to London Tid-Bits. about the middle of 
the first century a certain Roman senator 
had a house on this spot.

Martin’s church, Canterbury, claims that 
that venerable edifice is the oldest church 
in Christndom. He describes it ag occupy- 
ing the unique position of being the only 
existing church that was originally built as 
a chureh during the first four centuries, 
and has rematned a church till the present 
day. Its font is the very one in which 
Ethelbert was baptized by 8t. Augustine, 
as mentioned by the venerable Bede.

MAN AT THE THEATER 


Whether or not it is right and just for 
women to be deprived the privilege of 
wearing small bonnets to the theater, is 
not the only question exciting discussion 
among theatergoers. Thé fact that society 
men are in the minority in Atlanta has 
necessitated several very popular men 
taking two young ladies at a time to the 
theater, in. order to partially return the 
many courtesies that have been paid them 
during the season. 

Net long since, a well-known young law- 
yer, admiring especially two young ladies 
whe were good friends, and fearing to ask 
one to go out with him without the other's 
suspecting a preference, invited both to €o 
to the theater, and, to his surprise, both 
accepted. Realizing the trying position he 
was in, but determining to make each of 
his fair friends feel that she was truly the 
favored one, on reaching the theater he sat 
between them. So methodically did he talk

to first one and then the other, a lady 
sitting directly beh!tnd the trio became 
thoroughly unnerved at the mechanical 
movement of the gentleman’s head from 
one side to the other, and was compelled 
to change her seat; and when the two 
young ladies desired to talk to each other 
they were forced to assume uncomfortable 
attitudes. 

The incident provoked much criticism, 
but not any more than one similar occur- 
ring the next night, and in which another 
prominent young barrister played the lead- 
ing role. Previous to going to the theater, 
he had secretly told the favorite of the 
two young ladies that she was to allow 
her friend to pass in the seats first, as he 
properly would take the outside seat, thus 
being placed next to his favored one. As 
the programme progressed, the fact that 
the young lady, who had unconsciously 
passed in first, was apparently little in- 
cluded in the conversation, because a topic 
of comment “between acts.’’ A number of 
people discussed the situat‘on and declared 
that in justice to both girls, the escort 
should have taken his seat between them. 
These incidents gave rise to the following 
questions: First, shall a gentleman escort- 
ing two ladies on the street walk between 
the ladies, or on the outside side of the 
sidewalk? Second, what is the better 
form, for a gentleman to sit between two 
ladies at the theater, or to place both of 
the ladies together? 

The first question is fully 
usage, since men, unless in 
cases, walk on the outer side of the side- 
walk, whether he escorts, one or more 
ladies. The primary reason of this is, the 
escort can better protect his charge from 
careless pedestrians, and, secondly, it seems 
better form for the escort to place the 
two ladies together.

A gentlemen who 
declares he never would undertake to en- 
tertain more than one young woman at a 
time, when asked for his opinion, said 
that “‘two girls accepting an invitation to 
the theater from the same man should 
be on intimate terms with each other. If 
this is the case, they want to say more to 
each other than they do to the man, and 
they should sit together, for it is embar- 
rassing as weil as very inconvenient to the 
escort to have them, when seated on either 
continually leaning forward and ob- 
ftructing his view as they comment on 
their neighbor’s new gown. Men have béaen 
driven to take fresh air between acts on 
account of similar incidents. 

“Again,” continued the same gentleman, 
“suppose one gir! is pretty and attractive 
and the other not so blessed. Uncon- 
sciously the average wan will give more 
of his attention to the fortunate who 
is able to gain and hold his attention, and 
then the other girl is left to arrenge her 
gloves or hunt for her fan, or read the ad- 
vertisemen‘’s on the programme. She soon 
grows nervous.and miserable, and can ill 
conceal the same in her express.on.” 

‘But suppose the ladies do not know each 
other very well?” was asked the expért on 
etiquette. = 

“Then by ail means,” he answered, “they 
should be given the chance to become better 
acquainted, and should placed to- 
gether.’’ 

“I do not agree with you,”’ said a young 
lawyer, whose political aspirations lead him 
at present rot only to be all things to all 
men, but to ali women. “If 1 thougyt 
enough of two young ladies to take both 
of them at the same time to the theater, 
I should show no difference in my atten- 
tion to them. I would noi only sit between 
them, but I would sit no closer to the one 
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WORSE THAN EVER. 
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than I did to the other. It is not an un- 
usual thing,” he continued, “to see a 
young woman, not cnly in the theater, but 
through a long season of gayety, so im- 
partially lavish her smiles upon two gen- 
tiemen; that when on either side of her, 
not oniy they, but the world at large, must 
commend her for the diplomatic and con- 
siderate manner in which she treats both, 
neither the men nor the world being able 
to decide which of the two she prefers. 
Since worren can succeed in this matter, 
with no apparent dispoBition of the men 
in question fo leah forward and talk to 
each other affectionately, I see no reason 
why it would not only be possible to do so, 
but more proper and considerate toward 
the two young ladies for their escort to sit 
between them in the theater.’’ ' 
The men in the party, however, almost al! 
agreed with the first speaker and decided 
that in the case of a man being so for- 
tunate or unfortunate as to take two young 
ladies to the theater at the same time 
he would more strictly adhere to good form

But the young women interviewed on

A woman who loves a 
man is as selfish in regard to his attentions 
as he fs in the matter of her favors and 
smiles, and before she will share bis eat- 
tentions at the .theater or elsewhere she 
will stay at home and weep or endeavor to 
make him miserabie by flirtine with an- 
other girl’s admirer. When she does, in 
exceptional cases, consent to have her 
beau take another to the theater when she, 
too, is of the party, it is a poor compliment 
to the second gir!, whom she evidently con 
siders too unattractive, even momentarily, 
to please the man in question of Whom 
she feels most sure.” 

Those young men, therefore. who have, 
been worrying tRemselyes as how best to 
manage the seating of young ladies when 
they take two at a time to the theater need 
worry no longer about it, for. with few ex- 
ceptions, when two girls consent to go with 
one man to the theater they care very Ilit- 
tle for the man save as an escort, and if 
they are seated in‘ a manner that com- 
mands a good view of the stage and the 
boxes they care very little whether he is 
between them or keeping guard in the outer 
seat.

REPORT OF SCHOOL FOR DEAP 


Superintendent Connor Tells of His 
Work at Cave. Spring. 


a 


SCHOOL IS IN GOOD CONDITION 


The Work Last Year Was Highly Sat- 
isfactory in All the De- 
partments. 


The thirty-second annual report of the 
board of trustees and officers of the Geor- 
gia School for the Deaf has just come 
from the publishers and is a very complete 
and gratifying feport. The school at Cave 
Spring is one of the bost institutions of 
its kind in the country, and through the 
work and ability of Superintendent Connor 
it is recognized as one of the best schools 
for the deaf and dumb in the United States. 
The report of Mr. Connor shows that dur- 
ing last year there was in attendance at 
the school a total of 172 pupils. The work 
done by them last year was highly satis- 
factory in all of the departments. 

Contracts were made during the past year 
for heating the dormitory and school? by 
steam and lighting the same buildings by 
electricity. This work is now being done 
and it is a great improvement over the old 
way of heating and lighting, as it does away 
with the danger of destruction of life and 
property by fire. | 

The school is now in a very fine condi- 
tion im every way except the kitchens and 
dining room. For several years Mr. Can- 
nor has béen asking in his report that the 
legisiature make an appropriation for a 
better kitchen and dining foom. He asks 
in his report this year for the sum of $15,- 
000 to build a new building for the use. 
If the Géorgia legislature could gee the 
present kitchen and dining room thev 
would undoubtedly make some sort of ar- 
rangement for new quarters. A sugges- 
tion as to physical training is also made 
in the superintendent’s report and the sug- 
gestion seems te be a good one. 

The report of school physician shows 
the school to be in an unusually healthy 
state. While the appropriation for the 
school is not as lafge as it should be the 
money is handled in such an excellent man- 


ner by Mr. Connor and the trustees that 
no school in the country is better managed.

R.K. WILSON FOUND 
DEAD IN HIS BED 


Coroner's Jury Says Death Was Caused 
by Heart Failure. 


HAD <A FALL SATURDAY 


Was Last Seen Alive at 6 O'Clock 
Saturday Afternoon. 


WILL BE BURIED WITH MASONIC HONORS

His Sudden Death Occurred at 
Boarding House, No. 71 Piei- 
mont Avenue. 


in bed in a room at his boarding 

house, 71 Piedmont avenue, yesterday 
morning. For several weeks Mr. Wilson 
had rot been well. Sattrday afternoon he 
left the house for a short walk. His land- 
lady saw him start, and said to him that 
the weather Was too inclement for him to 
venture out, 

“Oh, I reckon not,’’ he remarked; ‘I have 
an umbrella, and I won’t be gone long.”’ 

When Mr. Wilson returned to the board- 
ing house he was very weak, and as he 
entered the gate he slipped upon the wet 
pavement and fell. The back of his head 
struck the curbing a hard blow. He was 
helped into the house and sat in the hall 
for about half an hour. To questions, he 
gave the answer that he did not think he 
was seriously injured. 

About 6 o'clock Saturday afternoon Mr. 
Wilson retired, and the last words he was 
heard to say were to a young man who 
had helped him upstairs. He said: 

“T don’t think I shall ever be able to 
repay you for your kindness, my friend.’’ 

He dropped off to sleep, and, so far as is 
known, his eyes never opened again in this 
world. He was always afraid of giving 
those about him trouble, and it was this 
feeling which prompted the last words he 
ever spoke on .earth. 

Yesterday morning a young man who 
sleeps in an adjoining room did not hear 
Mr. Wilson moving about as was his wont 
at an early hour every morning, and know- 
ing of the accident which had happened, 
went into the room and found Mr. Wilsen 
dead. He was lying just as he had been 
left the afternoon before, His eyes Were 
closed, and he must have passed away 
while asleep. 

The coroner held an inquést yesterday 
afternoon, and the verdict was that the 
deceased came to his death from heart 
failure. 

Mr. Wilson was born and raised in De- 
Kalb county. He lived many years in At- 
lanta, and at one time was the proprietor 
of a groctry store in east Atlanta. Lately 
he was in the real estate business. While 
@ merchant he saved some money and .in- 
vested in real estate, which gave him a 
comfortable income, 

He leaves two daughters, both of whom 
are married. One is Mrs. Emma Caldwell 
and the other is the wife of a genfleman in 
Kentucky. The latter was Miss Laura 
Wilson before her marriage, and her hus- 
band was at one time a clerk at the old 
Markham house. 

Thé deceased was sixty-four years of age. 
He was a man of kindly disposition, and 
had many friends in the city who will re- 
great to hear of his sudden death. 

The funeral arrangements will be made 
this morning. 

A special meeting of Fulton lodge, No. 216, 
F. and A. M., of which Mr. Wilson 
was a member, has been called for this 
afternoon at 2 o’cleck. Members of other 
lodges in the city are requested to be pres- 
ent. The Masons will attend the funeral 
in a body.

John McCullough, the Clayton county 
man, accused of wife murder, will be 
placed on trial for the third time one weck 
from today at Jonesvoro. 

(There will be another clash of able crim- 
inti lawyers, when W. C. Glenn and Tom 
Watgeon oppose Charley Hill. These three 
men have primed themselves for the fight. 
Both sides claim to have a stronger case 
than before. The defense asserts that the 
stcte can never convict McCullough und 
the state declares that there will be no 
trouble to convict him with all the weight 
of new evidence.

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DIE BY FLAMES 
Many Sad Fire Accidents Occurred During 
the Winter. 


ELEVEN WER: BADLY BURNED 


Injuties Were Causei by the Babes 
Going Too Near the Fire. 


SI CHILDREN DIED FROM THEIR INJURIES 


Relatives and Nurses Have Them- 
selves Been Burned in Attempt- 
ing To Rescue Little Onés. 


The winter which passes with today has 
been marked by the unustal burning to 
death of an unusual number of children. 
Some have died while others have been 
marked and disfigured. The accidents began 
with the first day of winter, and almost 
every week news of another was given to 
the public. 

Eleven children have been burned by fire, 
and of these six died. Not less than -ten 
pérsons in all were burned trying to save 
the children. The first of the accidents 
was that of Francis Wade, the fifteen- 
months-old infant of George Wade, a negro 
man, residing at 78 Randolph street. The 
child’s dfess was ignited while 
standing near the fireplace. Death resulted 
from the injuries. 

Helen Crusselle, aged three years, daugh- 
ter of Mr. W. F. Crusseile, was burned to 
death at the residence of her father, 6&7 
Merritts avenue, December Ist. Her dress 
also caught from the fireplace. Before aid 
could reach her the little girl had been 
burned so badly that death resulted. 

Mattie L. Burk, a little negro girl, was 
scalded and burned at the home of her 
parents, 80 Kuhrt street, in December, 
While standing near the fire, playing with 
the kettle, her dress became ignited and 
in trying to get out of the way she over- 
turned the Kettle, putting out the flames, 
but scalding her badly. She died from her 
injuries. 

Soon after this, the child of Patrolman 
S. J. Coogler, residing at 88 Kirkwood 
avenue, Was burned in exactly the same 
manner-as the others that have been men- 
tioned. The injuries sustained by the child 
were not a8 severe aS was first thought, 
and in a few weeks the baby was well 
again. : 

The infant son of Mr. Arnold Broyles 
was burned at his residence* curing the 
early part of January, but prompt medical 
attention was given and the child recovered. 

The most tragic of all the burnings was 
the death of little Alline Mildred Hardwick, 
the five-rnonths-old infant of Mr. and Mrs. 
Josiah Hardwick, residing at 600 Chestnut 
street. The accidént occurred January &th, 


which was the anniversary of the birthday | 


of the little son of the Hardwicks. He was 

iven a number of toys and was celebrating 
the eveuat in his life in an apprupriate man- 
ner, when his enthusiasm resulted in the 
death of his little sister. He lighted a 
small candle in the fire, ana in playing 
around the carriage in which his baby 
eister was lying cooing at his antics, ignited 
the covering which had been thrown. over 
the baby. The flimsy stuff burned at once 
and the clothing of the baby was soon in 
flames. The ‘boy, seeing that sister 
was in danger, screamed for help, and Mrs. 
Hardwick ran into the room. She succeed- 
ed in smothering the blaze, but not before 
the little one was fatally burned. A few 
hours later the little baby died, the funeral 
occurring the following day. 

Tommy Heard, son af Mr. N. J. Heard, re- 
Siling at 91 Davis strect, was burned to 
death January 16th. He was badly dis- 
figured and died in a few hours of his in- 
juries. The accident in his case, as in-the 
others, was eaveed by standing too near 
the fire. He was interred January 18th at 
Buckhead. 

Little Nellie Stocks, the five-year-old 
daughter of Mr. F. M. Stocks, then 
s.ding at 81 Nelson street, was accidentally 
buried at the residence of her parents 
February 17th. Her dress cauzht in the 
fireplace, and her sister, Fannie Lou, ran 
to Mrs. Stocks, who was in an adjoining 
roon:. The entire family ran to the 
sistance of the little girl, and all of them 
Were burned. Mrs. Stocks’s hands were 
severely burned. Miss Clio Stocks, Mrs. 
Tom Stocks and Miss Edna Strobel, who 
was Visitirn® the family, were all burned 
0. their hands and arms. Miss Clio Stocks 
wrapped her dress about the little girl and 
smothered the flames. The little #{.. was 
burned on her head, neck and back, but 
physicians were immediately summoned, 
and after some days she was pronounced 
out of danger. All of the burned membefs 
of the family are recovering rapidly. 

The day followimg this accident Hattie 
Wells, daughter of Mr. John Wells, was 
severely burned at her father’s home. Her 
neck ond arms were badly blistered, but 
the physicians announced she would get 
well. Later pnewmonia set in, and in a 
few days the physicians despaired of sav- 
ing her life. A change for the better oc- 
curred, however, and at present the littie 
girl is doing nicely. Medicai attention is 
still rendered her, however, and she is not 
yet pronounced out of danger. 

John 8. Thompson, Jr., son of Dr. John §S. 
Thompson, residing at Angier Springs, was 
burned last Friday mofning at the resi- 
dence of his parents. It is not known ex- 
actly how the accident occurred, as his 
sister, who was the only other member of 
the family at Home, was in the yard at the 
time. It is supposed that he went too near 
the fire and ignited his dréss. He died the 
same night of his injuries.

HIS WAGES 


He Was Going Home When He Was 
Sandbagged and Then Choked 
Into Insensibility. 


Mr. James Wilson, who lives just out- 
side the city limits, was knocked down, 
choked and robbed by negro footpads 
Saturday night while he was going home. 

Mr. Wilson etarted out Luckie street 
about 10 o'clock and as he approached 
Hayden street saw two men standing and 
taiking together. He walked up to them, 
not suepecting any trouble, and just as he 
£0t opposite to them one of the men struck 
him on the side of the head with a sand- 
bag. As he staggered back, dazed from 
the blow, the negroes jumped on him and 
threw him to the ground, 

Mr. Wilson struggled with his assailants, 
but was soon choked into insensibility. 
When he recovered consciousness the men 
had disappeared. Feeling in his pockets 
Mr. Wilson discovered that all his money 
had been taken—nearly a whole week's 
wages, for which he had toiled from ea-ly 
morn until late in the evenings. After 
drawing his week’s salary he had paid a 
few bills and placed the balance of the 
money, about $10.50, in his pockets to carry 
home to his family. Every cent of this was 
stolen by the highwaymen. 

Mr. Wilson made a report of the affair to 
Sergeant Ball, of the police department. He 
told how the robbery took place and gave 
as g00d a description of the robbers as he 
could. He made the following statement: 

“Il felt the blow on my head and my 
first impression was that a limb from a tree 
had fallen on me. I looked around, es [ 
Staggered back, and instantly the }lack 
scoundre's closed in on me and pressed me 
backward until I- fell. At the same time 
one of the robbers choked me and I soon 
becamé unconscious. When I regained 
consciousness I was at first confused and 
did not know where I was. I felt the cold, 
hard stone pavement and looked at the 
dark sky above me. The rain Was davriz- 
zling in my faec and £ was half frozen. 
Then it ali rushed over me and I ins‘2ntly 
felt for my money. I found my pockets 
turned wrong side out and every cent I had 
was gone. It was a pari of the money I 
had worked for all the week and I waen’t 
at all able to have it go that way. But 
then I felt that I ought to be thankful I 
was living after such an experience. I only 
got a glimpse Of the men, but I would know 
them if I was to see them again. Both 
were dark negroes and one wore a cap.”’

CALLED UP HER PHYSICIAN 


Told Him To Come To Give Her Treat-

SHE DIED BEFORE HE REACHED HER

She ranted 
some and at the conclusion of each sen- 
tence there was an ‘“‘ah’’ which marred the 
er.unciation, but nevertheless she showed 
herself to be a very good talker. 

Her sermon was on “Christ and Him Cru- 
cified,”’ and she spoke for half an hour 
calling upon all who heard her to take 
up their cross and follow the Savior. 

The woman gave her name as Lizzie Up- 
shaw. She is .a>traveling evangelist and 
has been preaching about three vears. She 
is boarding at No. 120 Currier street, and 
will remain in Atlanta two or three months, 
preaching in the streets and at places to 
which she may be invited. 

The woman preacher is educated and has 
studied the Bible closely. She holds that she 
was called to “go and preach the word,” 
and that the best way to reach a certain 
class of people who will not come to you 
is to go to them. 

Decatur street seemed to enjoy its reli- 
gious sensation yesterday afternoon and 
while the woman was talking a large con- 
course of people, both white and. black, 
stopped to hear her.

National League of Commission Merchants 
Begin a War. 


ATLANTA HAS BEEN INJURED 


| | 
Irresponsible Firms Have Given This 
City a Bad Name. 


REPUTABLE FIRMS TAKING UP THE GAUNTLET 


They Have Combined Against the Un- 
reliable Commission Men Who 
Swindle Producers. 


—— 


A warm fight is on between the Atlanta 
branch of the National League of Commis- 
sion Merchants and the commission dealers 
here who are not members. : 

The league has issued thousands of hot 
circulars calling upon the producers and 
shippers to place their products im the 
hands of the members of the league 80 as 
to be perfectly safe. There are just eleven 
firms in the Atlanta branch of the league 
and naturally gome of the merchants out- 
side of the league feel sore. 

The league was organized with the defi- 
nite purpose of eliminating irresponsible 
dealers from Atlanta’s commission trace. 
It was organized several montha £0, but 
not until the present time have any active 
efforts been made to stop the bogus com- 
mission business. 

It is alleged that Atlanta has suffered 
more from these unreliable commission 
men than any other city in the country. 
The irresponsible merchants never operate 
for more than three or four months in any 
one place, but in Atlanta it is claimed that 
several of them have taken root and are 
carrying on their business in open defiarce 
of the laws against cheating and swindling. 
Here is what a well-known commission 
merchant says: 


“By a shrewd manipulation of the cuota- 
tions the bogus commission men marrage 
to get more business than many of the re- 
liable firms. The fake concerns alwuySs 
quote the prices of fruit and all commission 
goods at the highest mark «o as to imduce 
the growers to place their products.in their 
hands. The shippers invariably ship to the 


‘merchant giving the highest quotations, as 


they naturally expect the best results from 
the highest prive. After_securing the ship- 
ments the fake commission men ‘sell the 
goods at one-third or one-fourth the price 
they have quoted to the growers. Here 
again they have the advantage of the re- 
sopnsible merchants, for the people buy 
where they can get goods cheapest and 
houses that pay nothing for shipment of 
products can afford to sell them at seem- 
ingly ruinous prices.” 


The following is a part of the circular js- 
sued by the league: 


“To the Growers and Shippers of Fruits, 
Produce and Vegetables—We beg to pfre- 
sent to you a few facts pertaining to the 
Atianta branch of the National League of 
Commission Merchants of the United 
States, which has been organized for the 
protection of the growers and shippers 
throughout the country against snide and 
disreputable firms in our market who con- 
tinue to operate from one year’s end to 
another, very much to the disadvantaye of 
the reputable firms or, individuals in our 
line of business in the Atlanta market, 
thereby placing us to a great disadvantage 
when having to compete with unscrupulous 
firms and individuals, a number of which 
are now operating here and causing dis- 
satisfaction and demoralization to the mar- 
ket conditions. This league has been care- 
fully selected and consists only of trust- 
worthy people who are identified with the 
interest of the shippers, and we daresay 
vou will make no mistake by placing what 
goods you may have for the Atlanta mar- 
ket in the hands of either one of the namas 
signed to this circular that compose the 
Atlanta branch. We have recently and 
are continuing to feel the effect of those 
operating in this market who mail daily 
inflated quotations, which are from ® to 
100 per cent in excess of prices based on 
actual sales, and for which they will never 
be able to render sales to correspond, even 
if vou hear from them at all. 

**“Rear in mind that you will be well paid 
in confining your business to any one com- 
posing this league, and trust you wil! take 
warning from this day hence. and remem- 
ber that we are here to protert vour in- 
terest. together with ours and the good 
name of Atlanta, which hae fallen a victim 
to a reputation which she does not deserve 
by your having patronized people here 
nebo you have not taken time to investi- 
gate.’’ 


“We will not stop until every fake com- 
mission house in Atlanta is broken up,” 
said Mr. D. N. McCullough yesterday.

The Chinese joss house on West Mitch- 
ell, near Forsyth, is supposed to Se a sort 
of celestial tabernacle, but it is nothing 
more than a Chinese resort where they 
“hit the pipe” and swap wash money in a 
game called fan-tan. 

Sunday is always a big day at the joss 
house and yesterday afternoon several of 
the Chinamen gathered there and engaged 
in a game of fan-tan. There was a row over 
one of the pots (to introduce an American 
vulgarism into jcss house pastime) and the 
row was followed by a fight. It seems that 
a Chinanman, who is calied 8S. W. Starr in 
English and Fong Shing in Chinese, lost 
more money than he felt able to drop on 
fan-tan, and he assaulted one Lum Jack. In 
the midst of the row one of the high priests 
of the jcss house ran into the street and 
cried at the top of his voice: 

“P’licee! P’licee! P’licee!’’ 

Patrolmen Gloer and Taylor hastened to 


| the place. Starr, with the Chinese alias of 
| Fong Shing, was arrested and allowed to 
, but up $5.75 for his appearance in the po- 
, lice court. 


Seven Chinamen, headed by Lum Ling, 


_the father of the only Chinese baby in 
| Georgia, rushed to the police barracks and 
| demanded that Fong Shing be rearrested 
, and that two other Chinamen be taken with 


him. 

Lum Ling explained that Lurn Jack was 
his cousin and that he had been beaten up 
by three Chinamer, one of whom was Fong 
Shing. 

It was thought at first that Lum Jack 
was seriousiy hurt, but afterwards it was 
learned that his bruises, while they bied 
freely, were not dangerous.

The Southern League Is Getting in Shape 
for the Season’s Work. 


——— 


TEAMS ARE ALL GOOD ONES 


The Atlanta Crowd Is Considered One 
of the Best in the Lot. 


THE TEAM WILL ARRIVE HERE THIS WEEK 


Will Play Chicago Here and Will 
Practice on Its Own Grounds. 
‘Diamond in Shape. 


NTHUSIASM increases every day over 
fs the Prespects for 2 season ofe good 

baseball this summer. All cf the 
Cities in the league are active, and news 
comes from all of them that they look for 
the best season of baseball the south has 
ever had. In several! of the cities the teams 
are already on the field and getting ready 
for the fight for the pennant. They all 
know that the cities in the league this 
year would like to win, and that there will 
be a strong lot of clubs to beat before the 


pennant can be captured. 

The different clubs in the southern league 
this year are composed of unusually fine 
ball players, and it is evident that before 
the season is over we will have some good 
baseball, and the battle on the diamond 
will be a hard-fought one. The Atlanta 
club is now in excellent condition to enter 
the fight. Manager Sheridan has sixteen 
men signed, and some of them are consid-, 
ed the best men in any minor league. 
The men are practicing daily in Louis- 
ville. ‘ 

In Brisbine park the club will have the 
best grounds in the league. Workmen are 
putting the park in good shape, and the 
grandstand and bleachers are undergoing 
renovation. The diamond is scraped off 
and rolled daily, and before the first game 
it will be in a perfect condition. 

The directors of the Atlanta club held a 
meeting Saturday afternoon in the office 
of the president, and all of them expressed 
themselv as delighted with the team 
Manager Sheridan has_ selected. Nearly 
all of the players are known to the direc- 
tors, either personally or by reputation, 
and they all say that they think Sheridan 
has shown considerable ability in getting 
together such a crack lot of ball players. 

The president of the Atlanta chib says 
that he would not exchange teams with 
any clhob in the league today, and that the 
Atlanta team will be found as strong as 
any of them when the games commence. 
The directors decided yesterday to tele- 
graph Manager Sheridan to come on to 
Atlanta at once. He will probably arrive 
today and have a conference with the 
directors of the club. 


Uniform Has Been Selected. 


The Atlanta team is in Louisville, and 
can be telegraphed for at any moment: It 
has been thought best to let them remain 
where they could have other teams to 
practice with, rather than come to At- 
lanta and play among themselves. As soon 
as Sheridan arrives, however, he may 
telegraph for the team to come to At- 
lanta and get to work on its own diamond. 

At the n.eeting Saturday the directors ef 
the club decided to uniform the clvb in 
blue, with black stockings, caps and belts. 
This will make a serviceable uniform, and 
blue unifcrms have always been Atlanta’s 
lucky colores. 

At the league meeting to be held in Bir- 
mingham March 6th, President W. T. 
Moyers and Secretary Bloodworth will be 
the representatives of the Atlanta club. 
This meeting is for the purpose of adopt- 
ing a schedule and settling the umpire 
question. 

Several schedules have been made out for 
discussion at the meeting next week, and 
while it is not Known which one will be 
adopted, it is safe to say that Atlanta will 
open the season at home. The team will 
probably open with Augusta or Savannah. 

Yeers ago Atlanta and Savannah were 
the bitterest enemics on the diamond, and 
the old-time fans like to tell toduy of the 
great games between tho two cities. The 
old feeling has never died out, and the 
spirit of rivalry between the two cities is 
already beginning to manifest itself. 

The umpires will probably be elected by 
a vote of the clubs and dismissed the same 
way. Then, if an umpire favors one club 
too much he can be discharged by the 
others. The president of the league vusual- 
ly appoints the umpires, but this gives him 
too much power, and does not give the 
clubs a fair show. The other way, they 
are all on an equal footing, and an umpire 
who values his job will do his best to 
please all. 

The president of the league has’ had 
nearly a hundred applications from umpires, 
and they are still coming in. Some of the 
applicants are og@ ump Bs with experience 
in the southern and big leagues, and it is 
not thought there will be any trouble in 
getting enough of good men to fill the 
places, 

As originally announced in The Constitu- 
tion, the Chicago National League team 
will be here early in March for a series 
of games with the Atlanta team. The Chi- 
cago team will be here some time next 
week, but the exact day has not been sget- 
tled as yet. 

Manager Sheridan will have his team 
here in time to get some practice on its 
own grounds before the Chicago boys come, 
and he writes that he will be able to put 
up a very creditable game gainst them.
